I t is announced that the agricultural bloc in congress is to 
use its numerical 
streng th to force the administration to do its 
bidding. 
When the Adamson law wa s passed it was claimed that 
the railroad workers held a stop watch over congress and de­ 
m anded the passage of the lull before a certain hour was reached. 
The bill wa s passed and the resentment that was aroused in the 
country cannot have been forgotten. 
Compulsory legislation that 
is enacted under threat is not popular, and legislation that may la* 
passed by a majority, representa tive of one particular group and 
without thought 
of the interests of other groups, will not be popu­ 
lar in the United Sta tes. 
The agricultural bloc will make a mistake if it votes a subsidy 
to the wheat fa rmers out of the money at the disposal of the 
treasury. 
Such a vote would l>e upfortuna te at this time when 
the budget system is working out fairly well, for it would hinder 
this attempt to organize the expenditures of the government on 
an economical basis and would substitute the older system in 
which those who had streng th grabbed what they could out of the 
coffers of the United States. 
The ship subsidy measure presented to the last cong ress was 
unpopular in both cong ress and the country and, despite the plight 
of the wheat g rowers, a subsidy voted out of the treasury, although 
the budget has assigned the money to other purposes, would hot 
he popular in the United States. 
This a ttitude looks too much 
like compulsion. 
The a dministra tion .must, do something for the 
wheat growers for the a dministra tion’s own interests deniarpl this. 
The a dministra tion’s only hope lies in finding a means nf helping 
this group and it is to be expected that wjth tjiis knowledge the 
administration will use its best endeavors to this epfi. 
But if it 
fa ils to sa tisfy the agricultural bloc that bloc will be gravely mis­ 
taken if it uses its numerical streng th to enact legislation that 
destroys the new budget plan in government expenditures and 
substitutes the older system of financing the various interests 
of the country. 
This would be subversive of the b« *# t interests of 
the United States and would bring upon the blue‘the disapproval 
of that larger proportion of the population of the country which 
is not engaged in whte^t growing. 9

For the education 01 these men the United Sta tes Vetera ns’ 
bureau is spending $ 17.01)0 per irhnum through the school l» uurd 
of Brainerd, and as each map is receiving a pproximately $ 100 
per month trom the government of the United Sla tes, an estima te 
may be made of the financial gain to the county that accrues 
through the location of these men within its borders. 
More ha s been done for the disabled men in some sections ol 
the sta te than has been attempted here. 
In other places the people 
have Realized the value of these men as a g riculturists whose tra in­ 
ing and allowance J s likely to result in making them efficient work­ 
ers and as contributors to the prosperity of 
the rural districts 
and the adjacent business centers. 
These men g a ve themselves for service in which'they were 
disabled and the American people qwe them the U-at kind of 
treatment. 
They should be given evefy possible consideration 
and it is to be expected that no American citizeps will seek finan­ 
cial gain at their expense, and yet, if reports are true, there are 
those who have sought gain by selling land to the vetera ns at too 
high a price. 
Because these men are new-comers, who in some 
cases a ie lonely and whose physical condition may tend to make 
them more sensitive than their more robust brothers, the people 
of the communities in which they are located wppld do well if 
they visited them and became acquainted.

THE BLOC DEMANDS A ORAB AT THE NATION’S PERSE 


IT is announced that the agricultural bloc in congress is to 
use its numerical strength to force the administration to do its 
bidding. When the Adamson law was passed it was claimed that 
the railroad workers held a stop watch over congress and de­ 
manded the passage of the bill before a certain hour was reached. 
The bill was passed and the resentment that was aroused in the 
country cannot have been forgotten. Compulsory legislation that 
is enacted under threat is not popular, and legislation that may be 
passed by a majority, representative of one particular group and 
without thought of the interests of other groups, will not be popu­ 
lar in the United States. 
The agricultural bloc will make a mistake if it votes a subsidy 
to the wheat farmers out of the money at the disposal of the 
treasury. 
Such a vote would be up/ortunate at this time when 
the budget system is working out fairly well, for it would hinder 
this attempt to organize the expenditures of the government on 
an • economical basis and would substitute the older system in 
which those who had strength grabbed what they could out of the 
coffers of the United States. 
The ship subsidy measure presented to the last congress was 
unpopular in both congress and the country and, despite the plight 
of the wheat growers, a subsidy voted out of the treasury, although 
the budget has assigned the money to other purposes, would not 
be popular in the United States. 
This attitude looks too much 
like compulsion. 
The administration .must do something for the 
wheat growers for the administration’s own interests demand this. 
The administration’s only hope lies in finding a means of helping 
this group and it is to he expected that wfth tjijs knowledge thp 
administration will use its best endeavors to this epfj. 
But if it 
fails to satisfy the agricultural bloc that bloc will be gravely piis- 
taken if it uses its numerical strength to enact legislation that 
destroys the new budget plan in government expenditures anti 
substitutes the older system of financing the various interests 
of the country. This would be subversive of the begt interests of 
the United States and would bring upon the bloc the disapproval 
of that larger proportion of the population of tj>e country which 
is not engaged in whbqt growing. f

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It is news to many in the county of Crow Wing that about 
sixty disabled veterans are located oft farms in the county. 
As 
the news spreads the people of the county and of Brainerd will 
see what this means to the development of the agricultural inter­ 
ests of Crow Wing county and to the business of the county seat. 
For the education of these men the United States Veterans' 
bureau is spending $17,000 per nVinum through the school bogrd 
of Brainerd, and as each map is receiving approximately $100 
per month I rom the government of the United States,’an est imate 
may be made of the financial gain to the county that accrues 
through tile location of these men within its borders. 
More tins been done for the disabled men in some sections of 
the state than has been attempted here. in other places the people 
haveYealized the value of these men as agriculturists whose train­ 
ing and allowanced likely to result in making them efficient work­ 
ers and as contributors to the prosperity of 
the rural districts 
and the adjacent business centers. 
These men gave themselves for service in which they were 
disabled and the American people qwe them ihe best kind of 
treatment. 
They should be given every possible consideration 
and it is to be expected that no American citizeps will seek finan­ 
cial gain at their expense, and yet, if reports are true, there are 
those who have sought gain by selling land to the veterans at too 
high a price.

RAISING WATER LEVELS 


T h e announcement that the new dam across Rum river is 
almost completed will be received with satisfaction by people in 
this section of the state of Minnesota. 
The watgr l.eyejs are not 
any too high and there is a danger that unless effprts are made 
to hold the water the lake shores in Northern Minnesota will be 
ruined. Anything, therefore, that aims at preventing the outflow 
of water, that is needed to hold the water in the beds of the lakes, 
is of advantage not only to property owners whose holdings op 
the lakes are robbed of value through the receding of the water 
line, but also to the dwellers in Northern Minnesota who enjoy the 
drives along toe shores of the lakes and to the tourists who come 
into this part of the state in the summer time. 
Care must be taken to preserve the natural advantages qf 
this splendid counti}. 
It is possible that through the negligence 
of the people the values may be depleted and the satisfaction qf 
living near the lakes blore or less destroyed, because the intel­ 
ligence of the people is nqt directed to the end of conserving 
these natural values. 
It is well that'Brainerd has become a cen­ 
ter of interest in the protection of the wild life of Northern Min­ 
nesota and the conservation of the values of the beauteous lakes 
that lie so near ai baud. 
Those who not only think of the necessity qf conserving these 
values but who go ahead in planning and building for the pur­ 
pose of preventing their loss are to be congratulated for it is 
quite possible to see the passing of values without attempting to 
prevent their parsing. 
There are yet other opportunities for our 
alert citizenship in this district where our joys are bound up with 
the natural beauty of the lakes, and efforts must be made to con- 
serve the beauty of our lake shores by seeing to it that influence 
and pressure is brought to bear where necessary for the pur­ 
pose of retaining a high water level in the lakes.
